In April. 1871. the Mississippi river 
overflowed Its banks, carrying disaster 
and suffering to a large num ber of 
fan n e rs in Louisiana and A labam a, 
many of w hom were P atrons of lin s 
hungry 
T he executive com m ittee of 
(In* national grange sent $1,000 of the 
g rin g o fund* to relieve the stricken 
farm ers and later expended about $3.- 
OOO In purehaslng flour and bacon. 
which were distributed to the suffer­ 
ing P atrons through the m asters of the 
state grange *. 
Nearly every grange 
stat© contributed to their needs, some 
giving as much as $5,000. 
Added to this calam ity to the fa n n ­ 
ers cam e th e grasshopper plague, and 
again the untlonn! grange sent about 
$11,000 to th e m asters of state granges 
In Iowa, Minnesota. Dakota, K ansas 
and N ebraska to relieve the w ants of 
Patrons. 
L ater $3,000 w as sent to A r­ 
kansas P atrons and $3,Of*) to the K an­ 
sas stat© grange to enable it to pay Its 
dues to th e national grange. 
During 
the following year other contributions 
w ere made, which brought these fra­ 
ternal gifts up to $10,000 for the year 
following 
In 1876 th e atate grange of Routh 
Carolina received from the national 
grange treasury the sum of $1,000 to 
ald sufferers from a prolonged drought, 
and a special loan m ade to the Ne­ 
braska state grange am ounting to $35,- 
OOi> w as m ade a donation on account 
of the continued distress in th a t state. 
T he contributions of the Ohio state 
grange along ab o u t this i>eriod am ount­ 
ed to nearly $0,000. 
These w ere the days when the n a ­ 
tional grange treasury w as plethoric, 
and It w as so because of the rapid In­ 
crease In the num ber of granges, 
la 
Jan u ary . 1874. 2,119 new granges were 
organized; 
Iii 
February, 
2.239; 
in 
March. 2.024; in April. 1,487. and from 
that tim e on the decline was notable. 
Oil Jan. I. 1875, there were 21,097 
granges In tho United State's. 
The grange has alw ays given its 
best efforts to tho advancem ent of ed­ 
ucational Interests. 
A notable illus­ 
tration occurs In the history of the Or­ 
der iii the southern states, w here the 
grnoge was at one tim e stronger in 
num bers th an In an y other p art of the 
country. 
B ut in the southern states 
schools were very Inadequate. 
Tho 
state grange of North Carolina rec­ 
om m ended 
th a t 
tho 
subordinate 
granges interest themselves in estab­ 
lishing local schools, and lf found prac­ 
ticable It w as advised th a t prim ary 
and even high schools be established 
In connect iou with county and su b ­ 
ordinate granges 
Th** national grange 
proceedings of I**S2 state th at grange 
schools w ere established by 
b u Inordi­ 
nate grange* In some parts of lo u is i­ 
ana. N orth Carolina and Alabam a and 
possibly in som e other southern stat***. 
T he grange fair, now so deservedly 
popular iii some states. Is no new idea. 
As early as 1872 a local grange In Mis­ 
sissippi held a grange fair, and in 
1875 a state grange fair was beld in 
Alabama. 
G range fairs w ere early 
very popular In New* England, as they 
even now are. 
A grange crop report­ 
ing system wa* organized In 1874, a u ­ 
thorize*! by the national grange, but 
as the grange* dbl not respond very 
actively It 
w h s not continued after 
1875. although the reports were said to 
l*e of very considerable value. 
T he stam ping grounds of the Order 
In 1874 and 1875 w ere the states of In­ 
diana and Iowa. 
T here the great bat 
tie* of the grange In Its various activi­ 
ties were fought; railw ay legislation, 
grange stores, grange business ag en ­ 
cies and co-operative schem es and poli­ 
tics. each an*! all had their tim es of 
greatest success, and th en cam e date 
failure. 
These states had about the 
sam e nu in lier of granges, the high w a ­ 
ter m ark having been reached In J a n u ­ 
ary. 1875. w ith about 2,000 granges tn 
either state 
T here were 100.O0Q m em ­ 
bers of the O rder in Iowa a t th a t time. 
Missouri was also In the 2.000 grange 
class, though with so m ew h at fewer 
members. 
As early as 1872 Io w a had 
gone Into the business of grange eo- 
<liberation on ti large scale. 
According 
to til** published proceeding* of the 
Iow a state grange of th a t year, a third 
of the grain elevators in the state 
were either ow ned or controlled by the 
grange. 
It Is said th a t 5,000,000 bush­ 
els of grain and im m ense num bers of 
hogs and cattle had l*een sold in C hi­ 
cago by grange agent*, and in the p u r­ 
chase* of farm Im plem ents it Is said 
thai the farmer* of the state w ere sa v ­ 
ed $335,000. aud it w as reported to the 
state grange th a t year th a t the agent 
of the Order had done a business of 
$5 .t NMM NMI ami effected a saving of 15 
I>er e d it on fam ily supplies and 20 per 
rent on agricultural im plem ents. 
But the past Is only of lieneflt to the 
present In this re*t»ect as a w arning 
which the grange of the present must 
heed 
T he grange of today ha* learn­ 
ed Its lesson from the grange of the 
n a o t .- Benns .viva Ida F an n er.
